Acknowledges the Company Sustained 


a Loss of Three Hundred Thousand 
In the New Orleans Traction Trans- 
action—Expenditures of the Society 
a Subject of Investigation. 


New York, Sept. 22 —At the session 


of the special legislative committee 
that is probing insurance company 
methods, George W. Perkins, vice 
president of New Yoik Life, was again 
called as a witness. The main point 
was the witness' disclosure in the New 
Orleans Traction Syndicate in which 
the company sustained a loss of over 
$300,000. Counsel Hughes attempted 
to probe the collateral loan account. 
The bonds of the New Orleans Trac- 
tion company had been bought for the 
New York Security and Trust com- 
pany at 85, and subsequently sold at 
75. Mr. Perkins testified they were 
sold on Dec. 31, 1903, to Fanshawe & 
Co. for $937,500, 
Mr. Hughes found 


under date of Jan. 5, 1905, a loan of 
that amount to Fansliawe & Co., and 
risked if the loan was made against 
these bonds. This, Mr Perldns said, 
he would have to look up, and it was 
dropped for the present. 


Mr. Perkins took occasion to»correct 


his testimony of last Friday regard- 
ing the navigation bonds when he was 
asked if the object of the transaction 
between J. P. Morgan & Co. and the 
New York Life Insurance company 
was to remove the $800,000 bonds in 
insurance companies books and re- 
duce their holdings temporarily from 
$4,000,000 to $3,200,000, Mr. Perkins 
answered yes, but today said: "I did 
not mean that; I meant to say 'no.'" 


It was brought out that John R. 


Hegeman, president of the Metropoli- 
tan Life Insurance company, was car- 
rying a running loan with the New 
York Life office of $50.000 at 1% per 
cent, interest. 
Mr. Perkins did not 


know whether this matter came be- 
fore the financial committee, and 
would also look that gp. Witness did 
not explain why, aftsf J&R-New York 
Life had bought $4.000.000 worth of 
bonds from J. P. Morgan & Co., $2,- 
000,000 worth should be sold back to 
that firm at the same price within two 
months and no minute, of the finance 
committee could be found to ex- 
plain it-. The deal in navigation syn- 
dicate bonds of Dec. 31, 1903, when 
Mr. Perkins, for the New York Life, 
sold Mr. Perkins, for J. P. Morgan & 
Co., 
$800,000 in these bonds, came up 


again when the warrant for the check 
of

was 
produced. 
These 


bonds were bought back by the New 
York Life two days later, and the $2CG, 
Mr. Perkins testified, was for the ad- 
justment of interest. Mr. Perkins 
would not acknowledge the transac- 
tion was a loan. The total dealing of 
the company with the Morgan firm 
amounted- to $39,286,075, with a profit 
of $784,768.19. 
The manner of the 


company's income \\as for the present 
dropped, and the way of spending the 
money was probed. The agency sys- 
tem of the company was described and 
at this time, Vice President Thomas 
A. Buckner, who has charge of the 
agents, was called. He stated that 
the total salaries of the agency inspec- 
tors were $126,000 annually. Agency 
directors get an average annual sal- 
ary of $3,000. The latter receive 
about §100,000 annually in bonuses.

Evidence of Criminal Operation Found

Boston, Sept. 22.—State Detectives 


Rhoades and Keating were detailed by 
Deputy Chief Nc-al this morning to 
work on the girl murder mystery with 
the police. Neal said he felt certain 
the young woman died from the after- 
effects of a criminal operation; that he 
felt reasonably certain of the place in 
which the operation was 
performed 


and that a clew had been found as to 
the person who put the suit case in 
the water. 


Boston, Mass., Sept. 22.—In a suit 


case the nude trunk of the body of a 
young girl with the head, arms and 
legs neatly severed, floated in 
the 


flood tide into the anchorage of the 
fashionable Winthrop yacht club house 
in that town late yesterday. There is 
no clew to the identification of 
the 


woman and the police are confronted 
wijih. one of the blindest mysteries in 
years. From the manner in which the 
work was done it is believed the dis- 
memberment of the body was per- 
formed by a surgeon. There was evi- 
dence of a criminal operation. 


Aside from the fact that an opera- 


tion for appendicitis had been per- 
formed within a measurable length of 
time there are no important clews to 
the identity of the girl. 


From the appearance of the suit 


case it is believed that the body 
not been in the water over 24 hours. 
Deep and grewsome as the mystery is 
there is some reason to believe that 
the girl 
died 
as 
the 
result of 


an operation of a criminal nature and 
that the horrible mutilation of the 
body was done in an effort to dispose 
of it and to prevent tracing the per- 
petrators of the crime through this 
means. It is supposed that the suit 
case was thrown overboard from some 
steamer. An autopsy is being held to- 
day. 


Project Practically Completed by a Se- 


lect Committee and Will Soon Be

designed to give the authorities over- 
sight of proceedings in order to pre- 
vent discussion of treasonable or sedi- 
tious subjects, this reform will mark 
a great constitutional advance, the 
people hitherto having had no general 
right of assembly except at meetings 
of authorized societies.

Chicago, Sept. 22.—An investigation

must be overcome." Referring to tha 
subject of good roads, the president 
said that both local and national as- 
sociations should co-operate with and! 
assist every effort to improve public 
highways over which rural delivery 
extends. 
Co-operation with the na- 


tional good roads association was also 
urged. The president then spoke of 
the relationship between the associa- 
tion and the postofflce department, 
saying that the association now has 
the approval of the department, and 
that it should do everything Jn it» 
power to follow the wishes of the de- 
partment officfals, as they have tha 
welfare of the carriers at heart.

The public road will 
be reached 


again at the north end of St. Louis- 
ville and will be followed to Willard 
Smoots' at the south edge of Utica. 
If consent is given to cross the new 
iron bridge at that point, the course 
favored by the company is to come 
direct into Utica., up Main street to 
the north side of the Methodist church 
thence west over a right of way which 
Vice President Wilson will give, cross- 
ing the creek to the Smoots farm and 
thence by way of Homer and Bran- 
don to Mt. Vernon. 


The course described avoids the dif

A fair 
round marshal, J. W. Blizzard, of 
i'razeysburg, rode horseback into the 
rowd and knocked down two men and 
woman. This infuriated the people, 
ho stoned and 
chased him clear 


cross the grounds. 
A stone struck Blizzard in the head, 
nd he turned in his saddle and whip- 
ed "out his revolver, -which he pointed 


the mob. Chief of Police .-Arter 


ushed up, grabbed the gun from his 
ands, when another stone hit Bliz- 
ard flush in the face. He then turned 
nd rode swiftly from the 
grounds.

EVENTFUL CAREER. 


A Brothar of the Late Cecil Rhodes 


Passes Away. 


London, Sept. 22.—Information was 


received here of the death of Colonel 
"William Rhodes, retired^ brother of 
the late Cecil Rhodes and managing 
director of the African Trans-Conti- 
nental Telegraph company. He died 
at Cape Town after having been* ill 
for some time of black water fever. 
He was born in 1851. Colonel Rhodes 
was prominent in the Jameson raid. 
He was arrested by the Transvaal gov- 
ernment, pleaded guilty to the charge 
of high treason and was sentenced to 
death, the sentence being subsequent- 
ly commuted to imprisonment fol- 
lowed by banishment. He served with 
great distinction in the Soudan and on 
several occasions was mentioned for 
bravery.
